The Duke, 
no doubt, did obtain large grants of estates which the 
Crown had no legal right to dispose of, so valuable, that 
his rental of £7000. became augmented, ’tis said, to up- 
wards of £80,000 per annum. The extreme rarity and 
almost extinction of “ THe UnxinpE DesErtor,” was nearly 
coeval with its existence; for the Duke’s family, in order to 
keep secrets “within the prison house,” or prevent their stalk- 
ing abroad, purchased the vol. at any price, wherever they 
could find it, and destroyed this obnoxious piece of evidence. 

At the Townley Sale in 1814, the Earl of Leitrim paid 
Thirty Guineas for that copy. Not more than seven or eight 
copies are known to be still in existence.

*,* Although in the Annals of Karly Typography there are many 
volumes of great interest, historically and locally, yet the 
present, as the first efforts of the press for the Promul- 
gation of the Scriptures, must bear the palm over ali others. 
That the work was printed with the view of selling it as a 
MANuscrIPT, is almost beyond controversy. It was printed 
from type cut by the hand, made most probably, as the 
work proceeded, in exact facsimile of the letters of the 
Manuscript, which it was intended to represent. That 
Manuscript was probably written with forty-two lines in a 
page, but the printer found that owing to the body of the 

| type being of rather a larger size than in the MS., he could 
' only get forty lines in a page, with which he printed the 
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VERSIONS OF THE SCRIPTURES. 


first nine pages. Not being satisfied with his work, he | 


then appears to have had recourse to reducing the body of 
the type he was using, with which he proceeded to print 
the tenth page. Here he found he was at fault again, and 
could only get in forty-one lines. He then had the type 
cut of “a smaller body, so that 42 lines would come into the 


space allowed for the column, and with that type completed — 


the work. It may be here observed, that the headings to 
St. Jerome’s Epistle, and to the First Book of Genesis are 
PRINTED in red ink, whereas the headings in all other parts 
are WRITTEN in red ink, no doubt with the view of making 
the printed copy correspond more with the manuscript, 
as it was the custom in manuscripts in general to have the 
headings inserted afterwards by a different hand—that of 
the rubricator. 


Thus the first impression of the work, which appeared in 


rather an un-uniform state, was altered in subsequent 
copies by the first ten pages being reprinted, each having 
forty-two lines in a page, the text being merely extended 
by the alteration of the contractions in the words. 


In “The Typography of the Fifteenth Century,’ I have 


entered more minutely into the circumstances connected 
with the printing of these MARVELLOUS VOLUMEs—marvellous 
not only as regards their typographical merit—but, more 
marvellous, when we consider that each page was composed 
and worked off separately. 


Mr. Bernard, the learned Author of the “ History of Printing 


in Europe,” considers that I was wrong in supposing the 
type with 42 lines in a page to be of a different size to that 
with 40 and 41. He believes, that it was merely leaded, 
or that some material of a thin nature was used to extend the 
lines. If, however, anybody will take the trouble to care- 
fully examine the pages with 40 and 41 lines, he will find 
that scarcely any space between the long letters is per- 
ceptible. But, whether, the use of the type, so as to get 
in 42 lines in lieu of 40, was effected by such mechanical 
means or not, it does not in any way alter the fact, that 
there were two issues of the edition, the one having in the 
first 9 pages 40 lines, the 10th page 41, and the rest 42. 
The other entirely with 42 lines.

It is believed to be the only 
copy known. The subject is not, as stated in a note in 
Lowndes of “ the presumed power of conversation in birds.” 
It is a volume highly satirical of the Romish Church, 
with a variety of amusing ideas concerning the trans- 
migration of Souls, the witchery of Cats, &. Dr. Bliss 
obtained the volume at the sale of Mr. Loscombe’s in this 
house in 1854, being then possessed of the first four uncut 
leaves of a much earlier and quite unknown edition, the 


title being “A marvellous Hystory intitulede, Beware the 


Cat. Conteynyng diverse wounderfull and incredible matters, 
very pleasant and mery to read.’ Imprinted at London 
ge. by Wylliam Gryfith, Jc. 1570.” On the reverse of 
this title is a word representing a Cat and its subsequent 
transformations.

also that of his fully believing, previous to the possession of 
a copy, that the first edition must have been printed in 
1666. The edition in French has some metrical lines in 
English, by Waller the Poet, which are not in the first

‘Giordano Bruno was a native of Nola, a man of extraordi-

England in 1583, and became the intimate friend of Sir 
P. Sydney, and Sir F. Greville. Bruno was burnt in 1600 
at Rome, as an Atheist and a teacher of Irreligion. Mor- 
hoff however says ‘manifesta in illo Atheismi vestigia non 
deprehendo.’ He dedicated his Spaccio Trionfante, and 
Heroici Furori, to Sir P. Sydney, and from this cireum- 
stance Warton and Lord Orford have injuriously insinuated 
that Sydney was a follower of the doctrines of Bruno. 
Zouch has triumphantly refuted this calumny. The Spaccio 
has been ‘Damned to everlasting Fame’ in England by 
Addison in the Spectator.

The extreme rarity of the preceding work has tempted me 
to insert the notice I have written of it for uy 
BrpiograPuicaL Account oF THE Prinrep Works OF THE
